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REPORT. 



TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

May it please your Gracious Majesty, 

1. We the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests 
for Ireland, appointed under an Act passed in the seventh and eighth years of 
Your Majesty’s Reign, intituled “ An Act for the more effectual Application of 
Charitable Donations and Bequests in Ireland,” humbly beg leave to submit to 
Your Majesty this our Fourth Report. 

2. The first Schedule to this Report annexed, contains the dates of the several 
meetings of our body, held since the 24th March, 1848, together with the names 
of the members present thereat respectively. 

3. The account ending 31st December, 1846, mentioned in our last Report, 
as being before the Chief Remembrancer for examination and audit, has been 
examined, but has not been certified; it appearing by a communication from the 
Chief Remembrancer’s office, dated 12th February last, “that the accounts for 
the year 1846 have remained in his office uncertified, by reason of there having 
been as yet no order of the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury and Chief 
Baron, made pursuant to the provisions of the 6 & 7 Vic., c. 78, charging him 
with the audit of such accounts ; that the accounts have been examined ; that 
without such order the Chief Remembrancer does not think himself authorized 
to certify them; that the matter has been brought under the consideration of the 
Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, but that no arrangement for the audit has 
as yet been made.” 

4. We annex to this our Report, iu Schedule No. 2, a copy of the abstract of 
our accounts in the several charities under our administration from the 31st 
December, 1846, to the 22nd February in the present year ; the details of which 
are in course of preparation, and will be lodged in a few days with the Chief 
Remembrancer for examination and audit. These accounts have been brought 
down to the 22nd February, 1849, being the date of the appointment of the 
present Accountant. 

5. That portion of our accounts, called our “ Private Account,” as distinguished 
from our “ Charity Account,” consisting of grants from the Treasury for the 
ordinary expenses of the Board, and for payment of such costs as cannot be 
charged against any particular Charity Fund ; and the interest oil a sum of 
£1,397 15$., in 3^ “per cent, stock, called the “Embezzled Charity Recovery 
Fund,” referred to more particularly in former Reports, is subject to the in- 
spection of the Audit Office. We have since our last Report rendered to 
that office four several accounts, namely — one commencing 1st April, 1846, and 
ending 31st March, 1847; the secoud, ending 22nd February, 1849; the third, 
ending 7th May, and the fourth, the 5th June last. A balance of £41 ID. Ad., 
on this last-mentioned account, and the above-mentioned sum of £1,397 1 os., 
3-L per cent, stock, are the only sums under our control not appropriated, or 
belonging, to any particular Charity Trust. 

6. Since the date of our last Report we have recovered, on account of 
charities withheld, concealed, or misapplied, £2,074 6$. lid vested in 3£ per 
cent, stock, and there, has been transferred to our guardianship under the 
provisions of the fifteenth section of our Act of Incorporation, in similar stock, 
the sum of £817 19$. 6d. Independently of the sums so recovered and received 
by us, there have been several cases in which, through our interference, the due 
administration of charitable trusts has been enforced. 
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7 The total amount of the trust funds now under our rare and control in 
cash and vested in Government and other securities, is set forth in the 3rd 4th 
and ’5th Schedules annexed to this Report; the particulars of which, together 
whh the objects of each trust fund, will be found in Schedule ho. 0, also annexed. 

S The annual amount of rents and annuities under our guardianship, specify- 
ing the particular amount of each, with the names of the testator or domr by 
whom created, the source from whence each is derived, and the object ot each 

trust, is given in Schedule No. 7, to this Report annexed; and m Schedule 
No. 8 will be found a Return of Charity Funds standing to credit of causes or 
matters in tlio Courts of Chancery and Exchequer, in which the title oi the 
charity has been established by decree or order. 

9. We received during the year the sum of £2,935 7s. W. from the Lords 

Commissioners of Iler Majesty's Treasury, for the purpose of ^ di^hargmg .the 

balance of costs due by the late Board to Messrs. M Causlaud and 1 etheiston, 
and which has been applied accordingly. 

10. We arc sorry to have to report the absconding, on the 10th February 
last of Mr. Edward Wellesley Mathews, the late Accountant of this Boaid. 
On an investigation by us it appeared, that lie had embezzled sums to the amount 
of about £800. A full report of all the cn-euinstances connected with this 
embezzlement was forwarded by us to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, on 
the 17th day of April last, to which report we beg leave to reier. 

11. All which we submit as our Report to Your Most Excellent Majesty, and 
in testimony thereof have caused our corporate seal to be hereunto affixed tl e 
22nd dav of June, 1849.
